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1980-1981 


On  October  13,  1881,  Father  Joseph 
Cataldo  purchased  the  property  for 
the  future  Conzaga  college.  The  des- 
olate, 320-acre  tract  cost  him  $936  in 
silver  dollars.  Spokane  was  a  settle- 
ment surrounded  by  Indian  country; 
the  founding  Jesuits  of  Gonzaga  es- 
tablished a  mission  school  to  educate 
the  natives. 

Now,  in  1981,  a  hundred  years  later, 
a  lot  of  Spokane  river-water  has 
flowed  under  the  bridge  and  away 
down  the  falls.  Spokane  is  a  growing 
city  of  180,000  people;  Gonzaga  is  a 
modern  campus  alive  with  the  busi- 
ness of  the  present.  But  as  the  year- 


book records  the  present,  it  creates 
the  past,  paints  historical  pictures 
that  we  will  recall,  years  hence.  And 
thus  my  purpose  in  combining  the 
historical  Gonzaga  with  the  G.U.  of 
today  is  to  show  that  it,  as  are  so 
many  facets  of  our  life,  is  in  process. 

We  enable  it  to  progress.  We  record 
the  smiles,  the  sunsets,  the  scenery 
that  merit  remembrance.  We  criti- 
cize the  faults  we  see  and  present  an 
ideal  to  be  strived  for.  We  pray  that 
we  spring  from  this  school,  green 
shoots  from  an  old  stump,  intelligent 
and  good  men  and  women,  to  spread 
Gonzaga's     Christian     influence 


throughout  the  world. — Mimi  Brady

SPIRES  sponsored  a  photo  contest  in  the  spring, 
offering  cash  prizes  to  the  best  of  four  categories: 
What  you  see  at  Gonzaga  in  1)  landscape,  2) 
people,  3)  sports,  and  4)  faculty.  Unfortunately, 
no  faculty,  and  only  one  sports  photo  were  en- 
tered; so  many  scenic  shots  were  submitted  that 
we  couldn't  print  them  all.  Another  shame  is  the 
fact  that  most  of  them  were  in  color,  which  didn't 
affect  the  competition,  but  they  don't  show  up  as 
well  in  a  black  and  white  yearbook. 

Stu  Quinn's  pilgrimage  photo  won  the  $50  first 
prize;  this  is  on  page  109.  He  won  first  place  in 
"landscape"  too,  shown  opposite.  Ray  Michel- 
son's  "Tree",  right,  and  A.J.  Schmidt's  pilgrimage 
photo,  below,  both  won  Awards  of  Merit.  The 
rest  of  the  Awards  of  Merit  are  pictured  on  pages 
10-11.  Stu  Quinn  also  won  first  place  in  the 
Sports  category  (these  were  judged  by  someone 
who  did  not  know  the  entrants'  names)  since  his 
was  the  only  entry;  that  is  the  hockey  shot,  lower 
left,  p.  74.  We  are  grateful  to  all  those  who  sub- 
mitted photos. 
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The  Waikiki  mansion,  Gonzaga's  retreat  facility,  is 
the  finest  example  of  Tudor  architecture  in  the  coun- 
ty. It  was  built  from  1911-1913  by  J.P.  Graves,  an  early 
day  Spokane  mining  and  railroad  tycoon.  Originally  a 
700-acre  estate,  the  land  was  subdivided  by  a  housing 
development  syndicate  in  1963.  The  lot  with  the  23- 
room  mansion,  forty  to  fifty  percent  of  the  furnish- 
ings, the  carriage  house,  and  two  small  brick  storage 
houses  was  sold  to  the  university  for  $85,000.  In  1964 
Gonzaga's  maintenance  department  built  the  dormi- 
tory and  renovated  the  carriage  house  into  a  chapel, 
all  of  which  cost  another  $85,000.  Thus  the  total  cost 
for  the  house  as  it  is  today  was  approximately 
$170,000.

For  the  Gonzaga  Bulldogs,  the  1980-81  basketball  sea- 
son proved  to  be  successful,  but  at  the  same  time, 
bittersweet.

SPEAKERS 


The  A.S.G.U.  Speaker  program  this  year  was  not 
only  a  student  service  for  the  Gonzaga  communi- 
ty, but  for  the  Spokane  community  as  well.  Do- 
nations were  solicited  from  all  sectors  of  the  com- 
munity in  an  attempt  to  provide  more  and  better 
speakers  for  students,  faculty,  and  area  residents. 

Gonzaga  and  the  Associated  Students  sponsored 
the  first  state-wide  televised  Gubernatorial  De- 
bate in  October.

Alex  Haley  presented  his  thoughts  on  the 
future  of  the  American  family  to  a  packed  Ken- 
nedy Pavilion.  Following  the  Christmas  Break, 
A.S.G.U.  presented  the  Special  Counsel  to  Presi- 
dent Nixon  during  Watergate,  John  Dean,  as  he 
discussed  his  involvement  in  the  scandal  which 
jolted  the  nation.  Vincent  Bugliosi,  prosecutor  of 
Charles  Manson,  gave  his  thoughts  on  the  pros- 
ecution of  Manson  and  "the  family,"  while  also 
discussing  the  CULT  phenomenon.  Dewey  Cov- 
ington, from  the  CIA,  discussed  the  future  pros- 
pects of  International  terrorism  and  the  Iranian 
crisis.
